The major part of the shipments consist of modem and large capacity radio 
stations produced In Hungary which were to be menufaetured by the Beloiannlsz 
factory In Budapest. Experiments with these new type emission stations have 
been carried out for several months at the XI plant of the factory. Such a 
modem station, however, can only be set up with the cooperation of several 
amjor plants,
